The 
air force nd marine intelligence Is as a rule mcr'. datailod than 
are the reports on troop movonents , etc. Airfield equipment and 
convoy ccnposltlons are described with an appearance of precision. 
Troop* strengths are not estimated. MORITZ seldom gg^btifles military, 
naval or air force units, save In so far as he occasionally mentions 
their nationalities* Battle-order particulars are not oftma given* 
the reports appear generally to issue from the visual observations 
0 if MOMXTZ or fron hearsay and not from official documents or fron 
questioning* 



In one ease MORITZ was l o be Instructed to keep the aerodrome 
Of BOBO EL ARAM, west of Alexandria, under continuous observation 
for at least 10 days, reporting on the number of aircraft and mention- 
tag the time of observation. Be was not Instructed to aek any 
questions* (There Is no sign that he fulfilled this assignment).
